To the Governor, Jackson : 


Srr—On behalf of the Trustees of the University of Mis- 
sissippi, I have the honor to submit herewith the report re- 
guired by section 4454 of the Annotated Code of Mississippi. 

As this section requires reports to be made for complete 
sessions, instead of for calendar years as heretofore, and as 
a reporthas been made up to December 31, 1892, this report 
is made to cover the period from January 1, 1892, to the end 
of the session of 1892—3 on the 9th of June, 1893. Itin- 
cludes a general statement of receipts and expenditures for 
the part of the session from the Ist of January, 1892, to the 
24th of June, 1892 ; and a complete report for the session of 
1892—3, beginning June 24, 1892, and ending June 9, 1893. 
The adjustment to the new reguirements being thus made, it 
will be practicable hereafter to conform strictly to them as 
to the period covered by reports. 

Both payments for expenses, and transfers of funds, are 


made by the Treasurer upon the warrants of the Chancellor : 


of the University. The transfer warrants, which do not in- 
dicate expenditures, are properly distinguished in the re- 
port. 
` A necessity for securing advances of funds as indicated, 
has arisen in the final settlement of accounts for the new 
library building, and from the fact that payments from the 
State treasury are now made regularly semi-annually instead 
of quarterly. This necessity has been largely overcome, 
and is expected to disappear before the next report is made. 
A special report is appended, showing the disposition 
made of the appropriation made in 1892 for repairs on build- 
ings. This fund has been carefully used to make such re- 
pairs as were most urgently needed, and. all save a small 
balance has been thus used. The balance has been assigned 
for repairs on other buildings.
